Many aspects of the Socialists’ program. par- 
ticularly its economic aspects, have been side- 
tracked in the four years since the Socialist 
victory. But “decentralization,” according both 
to national and local officials, has slowly taken 
root, changing habits and modifying the way 
this country functions. 

As obs teeta have gone by, the local offi- 
cials have become aware of their authority, and 
they have ied to gain more. They have fought 
for buildings, cars and money with the préfets, 
or prefects, the heads of departments in France, 
some of whom resented their loss. ᾿ 

Local officials have begun, in the view of 
some here, to form a new political class, one

Of Albania’s Ideology ©

WASHINGTON — Ramiz Alia, 
who is expected to assume the for- 
mal leadership of Albania’s ruling 
Communist Party, has for nearly 
two years been doing the job of his 
predecessor as well as his own as 
president of the Presidium of the 
People's Assembly. 

Enver Hoxha, who died Thurs- 
day after heading the party from 
November 1941, had become so ill 
since the sammer of 1983 that he 
was unable to do more than appear 
at official functions, and then only 
infrequently. 

Mr. Alia, nearly 16 years his ju- 
nior, began a series of visits to pro- 
vincial capitals in August of 1984, 
making speeches along the way. In 
this sense the succession was or- 
dained by General cage 

Tn commemorating Mr. ἘΣ 
75th birthday in October 1983, Mr. 
Alia declared in a speech: “Our 
party has had the great luck to have 
at its head such a leader as Com- 
rade Enver Hoxha, loyal disciple 
and follower of the deeds of Marx, 
Engels, Lenin and Stalin, a leader 
who is characterized by the politi- 
cal wisdom, the ability to be orien- 
tated in every situation, the far- 
sightedness and courage to adopt 
correct decisions and at the proper 


Prior to his elevation to the inner 
circle of the Tirana leadership, Mr. 
Alia, 59, had held a key position in 
the party's central Form esi as- 
Si to oversee ideological ques- 
aoe from 1958. It was a ertical 
time, becanse Albania bad begun 
to extricate itself from 10 years of 
dependence on the Soviet Union 
and to seek closer ties with China.

Enver Hoxha was bom on Oct. 
16, 1908, in Gjirokaster, an old 
market center in southern Albania. 
His father was a Mosiem cloth mer- 
chant. He was educated at the 
French secondary school in Korce 
and, at 22, he left his homeland to 
study natural science in France at 
Montpellier University. 

In France, he met the chief editor 
of the Communist newspaper 
UHumanité, for which he wrote a 
series of articles. In 1934, he was 
appointed secretary to the Albani- 
an consulate in Brussels, where he 
took a law course and continued 
writing for the Freach paper. 

Because his articles were critical 
of the Albanian government, then a 
monarchy, his consular appoint- 
ment was canceled after two years, 
but he managed to return home to 
teach French. His continuing at- 
tacks on the ent resulted in 
ἃ brief jail term in 1939.

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| Trade Issues Change U

WASHINGTON — Pressing 
trade issues are seshaping the polit- 
ical lineup in the United States as 
Democrats and Republicans ma- 
aeuver for advantage while trying 
to deal with an infibx of ἢ 
from Japan and other countries.

Republicans, historically the 
party of high tariffs but more re- 
cently of free traders, appear to be 
reacting by swinging back toward 
the protectionism they espoused 
years ago.

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Lurking Khmer Rouge 


Cambodia remains perhaps the most pitiful 
victim of the Indochina wars, and it is again 
contending for a modest American involve- 
ment. The House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
hardly a nest of hawks, has voted 24 to 9 for a 
$5-million military aid program to two small 
non-Communist armies resisting Vietnam's 
six-year-old occupation. Jf that is a policy 
worth adopting (the Reagan administration 
has changed its mind and thinks it may be), 
that meager sum ought to be an embarrass- 
ment.

For a Japanese prime minister to urge his 
country publicly, on television, to buy foreign 
goods is an extraordinary departure from tra- 
dition.

Recall the Bretton Woods Spirit 


As in the 1930s, it is the breakdown of 
economic and monetary order which is under- 
mining the trade regime. To tackle these trou- 
bles means nothing less than an effort to revive 
the basic understanding —not the institutions, 
but the analysis — which underpinned the 
Bretton Woods currency system and founda- 
tion of the GATT and the IMF. This was 
simply the acknowledgment that stability 
could only be achieved if all countries followed 
internationally responsible economic policies, 
tested by the progress of thier “basic” balance 


of payments ~-current and investment capital 
taken together. A return to such policies — 
aiming, notably, to eliminate the huge struc- 
tural imbalances in the United States and 
Japan — would tend to produce stable and 
manageable exchange rates in its train. Protec- 
tionism is simply an effort to get the results 
without the adjustment, and it will not work. 

This is a simple propositian, but it will 
not be easy to win support for it. But the 
effort must be made.

WASHINGTON — USS, retail 
sales, held back by lower demand 
for autos, fell 1.9 percent in March, 
the biggest decline in more than 
seven years, the government re- 
ported Thursday.

said sales fell to SLIO.S 
billion last month from ἃ record 
$112.7 billion in February.

1.6 percent over the January level. 

But many analysts cautioned 
Thursday against reading too much 
into the big March decline, saying 
it reflected an overstatement of the 
strength of sales in February. . 

Mike Evans, head of Evans Eco- 
nomics, 2 Washington forecasting 
firm, said the weak sales in March 
stemmed from a variety of factors 
that have held the economy back 
since last summer.
